With Upland school bonds hav- 
ing been sold, final arrangements 
are being made today for. the 
actual purchase of two: sites for 
future elementary school. build- 
ings. 

One site is on the north side of 
Seventh St..a quarter of a mile 
west of San Antonio Ave. Harl 
Thomason is the seller. The oth- 
er site is on 15th St. about a 
quarter of a mile west of Euclid 
Ave. Don E. Palmer is the seller. 
Each site is of 10 acres. 

Options on the sites were ob- 
tained months ago, subject to 
approval of the voters in an 
April 27 bond election. The bonds 
of $700,000 were approved and 
$200,000: of this total were sold 
by the county board of supervis- 
ors Monday.

The News Of 1904 
ls Found Here 


A copy of ‘“‘The Upland News”’, 
dated Friday, October 21, 1904, 
was found this week by Mrs. 
Herbert Scherb, in the attic of 
her home, 520 N. Euclid Ave. 

Included among the pertinent 
items are these: 

“Since typhoid fever has ap- 
peared in our midst, as is usual, 
the water supply has been sus- 
pected of causing the trouble, 
and a report was circulated last 
week which gave the residents a 
wrong impression of the real con- 
dition.’’ 

«|, .one hundred easterners 
and tourists arrived at the Santa 
Fe station, Upland. Employees 
have been on the hustle since... 
and when a News representative 
asked the baggageman the ap- 
proximate number of arrivals he 
replied, ‘‘Search me more 
trunks than I could count and 
some of ’em brought cows, hors- 
es and all.’ . . .The Santa Fe is 
now open from the east and a 
constant influx of easterners may 
be expected.’’ 

“The Los Angeles high school 
game for Saturday has been call- 
ed off. The high school faculty 


would not permit their team to 
to play a college (Pomona) 
team.’’ 


“WANTED. Men and Women 
in this county and the adjoining 
counties to represent and adver- 
tise an old established house of 
solid financial standing. Salary 
to men $21 weekly, to women 
$12 te $18 weekly .. .Horse and 
buggy furnished when necessary;

form lay where the last kick of 
a frightened horse had thrown 
him, when he stepped in to res- 
cue the lady.” 

“Pumpkins will make your 
cow give more milk.

The eight-page News, successor 
to the Mirror and the Sentinel, 
was operated by E. L. and W. E,

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Whai Of The Future? Now Is 
Tim To Plan For Euclid, Foothill 


What of the future in Upland and throughout the foothill 
area? 





‘One of the .tepics most frequently discussed in these 
columns concerns the future, the anticipated growth and the 
many changes that are virtually certain. Such a discussion, 
even though repetitious, is justified. 

' California is increasing in population 35 per cent faster 
than the national average of population growth. While this 
irhmediate area has been slower in development than most of 
the southland during recent years, the situation, however, 
is changing rapidly. For example, the construction of new 
residences during the first six months of this year, exceeds the 
total for all of 1955. 


Forecasters are describing this area as the likely center 
of a new big boom in residential construction, due to early 
completion of the San Bernardino freeway, due to other choice. 
parts of the southland being previously developed and due 
to the anticipated location of more industries east of here. 


Fortunately, Upland has a very solid program of mu- 
nicipal planning. Higher residential restrictions than in many 
places prevail here — which is now recognized as one of the 
real assets, 


Thoughts of many people tum to Euclid Ave. with the 
hope that it can be maintained as an unusually beautiful and 
unique thoroughfare; truly an Upland landmark. 


And always the question comes up; how about the popular 
and busy intersection at Euclid Ave. and Foothill Blvd.? Shall 
it become just “another” commercial intersection with busi- 
ness buildings on each of the four corners such as there is at 
A St. and Euclid Ave, in Ontario? Or, can residents visualize 
something more distinctive to really provide a highly unusual 
intersection? 


In all of western America only in Upland is there such an 
unique setting. The Madonna of the. Trails monument, historic 
marker, was placed at that location a quarter of a century 
ago, because of the unparalleled location. We should keep 
it so, 


. _ Consider the possibilities for really making this an unique- 
ly beautiful and beatiful intersection. 


Rather than allowing business development up to the 
Present property lines, we are. suggesting that set backs from 
Euclid and Foothill be from 50 to 150 feet, This frontage then 
could be developed and maintained as a beauty spot and 


as a fitting approach to the double parkway, pepper trees 
and landscaping. 


The time to plan for the future is before today’s rush of 
developement makes it impossible or impractical. Plans for 
the Stuft Shirt Corp., for example , have been approved, pro- 
viding for only a 35-foot set back from Euclid and about a 75 
foot setback from Foothill, Surely, this is far better than having 
buildings flush with the property lines as might be possible. 


Within a short time, it is likely that applications for busi- 
ness projects will be filed with the city for the southeast, west 
dnd southeast corners at the intersection. Eventually, the north- 


east corner, now the site of a residence, will be sought for 
kusiness development. 


* As the use of the land changes, provisions should be 
made in the city hall — backed by public sentiment — for 
suitable sites for landscaping. Cost of ‘+he-lend to be so set 
aside would.be borne either by the applicant-or by the city. 
Realization of this beautification project will probably 
take many years. Our responsibility today, however; is to 


Plan for it and to control the development so that it can be 
realized eventually.

This column is as timely to- 
day as a year ago when it first 
appeared. In the wake of recent 
highway fatalities it would ap- 
pear to be a more potent sug- 
gestion than when first offerd. 
The only thing time does to traf- 
fic carnage is increase it. (Ed) 

A perfectly morbid idea flash- 
ed in mind Sunday. It is one 
that could be the means of saving 
many lives. 

One of the fatal accidents that 
clings in my mind happened at 
the intersection of San Bernardi- 
no and Turner Aves. During the 
many years I’ve kicked around 
newspapers, covering of traffic 
accidents has been an accepted 
routine assignment. Some. of 
these have been gruesome in- 
deed. But the one at Turner and 
San Bernardino Aves. seems to 
stand out by itself. 

An Upland mother was killed 
in that crash and her two daugh- 
ters were thrown from the car 
and seriously injured. The wom- 
an driving the other car nar- 
rowly escaped death and was re- 
turned to a mental hospital from 
where she was on parole at the 
time of the accident. 

She was southbound on Turner 
Ave. and entered the intersection 
without regarding the stop sign. 
She did this on an: intersection 
where a driver can see for a 
mile in any direction. The Up- 
land mother was eastbound on

KILLED INSTANTLY 


The mother fortunately never 
knew what happened—it happen- 
ed too quickly. She was thrown 
from the car as it swerved, al- 
lowing the rear of the heavy ‘ma- 
chine to crash into. the upright 
pipe railing guarding the storm 
ditch. 

The mother was caught. be- 
tween the back of the car and 
the heavy pipe’ as she flew 
through the air. 

She was crushed beyond recog- 
nition. 

The other car jumped the con- 
crete guard curb, turned on its 
side and skidded 22 feet along 
the tops of the two concrete 
curbs. The door on the driver’s 
side of this car came open dump- 
ing the woman driver into the 
deep storm drain ditch, with the 
two injured girls. 

Perhaps the reason this sticks 
so tightly in my mind was the 
thought, while I stood trying to 
reconstruct events immediately 
preceeding the accident. “What 
a needless, senseless waste of 


mit redemption of property sold 
for taxes, which was introduced 
by Assemblyman Godfrey A. An- 
dreas, was signed by Governor 
Olson.

She 
had no reason to be in a hurry 
or attempt to grab the right-of- 
way from an oncoming car, She 
demonstrated the same thought- 
lessness practiced every day by 
drivers on America’s highways. 


STAYS IN MIND 


I can honestly say, I never 
drive through this intersection 
without thinking. of what hap- 
pened that day. When someone 
is with me I invariable mention 
the accident and try to describe 
it, 

Sunday I was returning from 
San Bernardino and swung 
around by South Bloominton to 
visit an ill friend. I left Highway 
99 at Turner Ave. and drove 
north to San Bernardino Ave. to 
Save a few blocks en route home. 
Two cars were ahead of me, 
both northbound, like myself. 

At the San Bernardino Ave. 
stop sign the first car speeded 
up to get across the intersection 
ahead of an approaching east- 
bound car on San Bernardino 
Ave. Not to be outdone the driv- 
er of the second car stepped on 
the gas to clear the intersection 
ahead of the eastbound car. Of 
course, neither observed the stop 
sign. 

Fortunaltely the driver of the 
eastbound car had good reflexes. 
He slammed on the brakes and 
Swerved enough to avoid an ac- 
cident. The two right-of-way vi- 
oOlators went blithely on their 
way with nary a backward 
glance. 

This is when that perfectly 
morbid idea struck me. 

Why not post a reminder at 
these intersections where a life 
or lives had been snuffed out in 
traffic accidents. 


CROSS BONES, SKULL 


And the sign I visualized was 
a skull and cross bones, and the 
more realistic the better. Shape 
the sign to the outline of the 
skull and crossbones so the knobs 
on’ the “bones will stand out 


against the soft evening twilight 


to remind those approaching that 
death hovers hear. 

Paint the sign fore and aft so 
it can serve approaching traffic 
from two directions. Make it 
large enough to be noticable at 
a distance. Make it as big as 
the bottom of a washtub if neces- 
sary. No written ‘text. will be 
necessary.

Chief Paulin described a trip 
he took through a neighboring 
State where white crosses are 
used td denote the spot of a 
fatal accident: 


“We were driving through the 
desert and I was rolling right 
along. Out in that desert, miles 
from any habitation, a patch of 
white alongside the roadway 
ahead caught my eyes. As I 
approached I made out a cluster 
of these white crosses where a 
number of people died in an ac- 
cident. Although I wasn’t driving 
at a reckless speed the sight of 
those white crosses automatical- 
ly made me slow down,’’ Chief 
Paulin said. 

Some drivers evidently don’t 
believe in sins. But I have the 
first person to hear of who ever 
drank from a bottle with ‘a cross 
bones and skull on the label, un- 
less they wanted to ring down 
the curtain. People have a lot 
of respect for the grisly warning. 

Some will say such a sign is 
too gruesome for highway pur- 
poses. 

Let these same people spend 
a little time with those assisting 
at daily accident scenes and they 
will see what the word gruesome 
really means.

They say they 
don’t “know why and then as 
they are questioned the pattern 
of their early life, the data sup- 
plied by the prison staff, all fall 
into a pattern that points square 
ly at the early environment, In 
one case it was ignorance of the 
fact that the inmate was. illegi- 
timate, She didn’t know it until 
she was 14 years of age .when 
her mother and her stepfather 
divoreed. 

Her reaction was to run away 
from home,*She has been in and 
out of institutions since that time. 


She sat before the trustees and 





said that she wanted to hurt her 
mother, and actually gave that 
as the reason for her crimes. 

You can understand how 
mixed up such people become, 
the girl is 26 years of age now. 
She has had four children by as 
many different men, and is car- 
rying a fifth child. 

She said quite naively that the 
reason she cashed checks was 
because it gave her a feeling of 
importance to spend more mon- 
ey than $180 a month, which was 
as much as she has ever earned, 

When she got herself into 
trouble she said, also very naive- 
ly, that she was too proud to 
insist on marriage. 

It had never occurred to her 
until Mrs. Herbert Legge, anoth- 
er board member, pointed out to 
her that it was possible the 
children she was bringing into 
the world weren’t getting a very 
fair deal.

She is a trained nurse and her 
crime was the forging of nar- 
cotics prescriptions while work- 
ing in the office of Ontario doc- 
tors. She was up on three counts 
to run concurrently and she was 
sentenced to six years with pro- 
bation in 18 months depending 
on her conduct. 

Medical reports indicated that 
even with abstinence from drugs 
during her incarceration it is un- 
likely that she will remain cured. 
She had in fact committéd her- 
self to Patton for a cure which 
had not been effective. With the 
love of her husband and _ her 
daughter awaiting her, she des- 
perately hopes ‘life will be dif- 
ferent when she is released. She 
told the trustees she would never 
work as a nurse again. 

How does a girl who builds up 
a daily appetite for drugs costing 
$45. get the money? She is either 
a thief or a prostitute. The at-

In 1946, after a vacation in California, he decided to move west 
and wrote to Kaiser Steel.
